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TURKEYS 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for 
the  defense  of  the  United  States  will  re- 
sult in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  tur- 
keys for  defense,  for  private  account,  and 
for  export;  and  the  following  order  is 
deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  in  the 
public  interest  and  to  promote  the  na- 
tional defense: 

§  1414.1  Restrictions  on  sale,  delivery, 
purchase,  and  acceptance  of  turkeys — 
(a»  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  or- 
der, unless  otherwise  distinctly  expressed 
or  manifestly  incompatible  with  the  in- 
tent hereof: 

(1»  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  association,  busi- 
ness trust,  corporation,  or  any  organized 
group  of  persons,  whether  incorporated 
or  not. 

(2)  The  term  •"Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration. 

(3)  The  term  "governmental  agency" 
means  <i>  the  Armed  Services  of  the 
United  States  (for  the  purposes  of  this 
order,  including,  but  not  restricted  to, 
the  United  States  Army  post  exchanges; 
United  States  Navy  ships'  service  depart- 
ments; and  United  States  Marine  Corps 
post  exchanges);  (ii)  The  Food  Distri- 
bution Administration,  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration (including,  but  not  re- 
stricted to  the  Federal  Surplus  Com- 
modities Corporation)  ;  (hi)  the  War 
Shipping  Administration;  (iv)  the  Vet- 
erans Administration ;  and  (v)  any  other 
instrumentality  or  agency  designated  by 
the  War  Food  Administrator.  The  term 
"governmental  agency"  also  includes  any 
contract  school  or  ship  operator,  as  de- 
fined in  Food  Distribution  Regulation  2 
(8  F.R.  7523 >,  purchasing  turkeys  in  ac- 
cordance with  said  Food  Distribution 
Regulation  2. 

(4)  The  term  "dressed  turkeys"  means 
turkeys  which  have  been  slaughtered, 
bled,  and  plucked. 

<b)  Restrictions,  d)  No  person  shall 
sell,  contract  to  sell,  or  deliver  live  tur- 
keys, and  no  person  shall  purchase,  con- 
tract to  purchase,  or  accept  delivery  of 
live  turkeys. 


'2»  No  person  shall  sell,  contract  lo 
sell,  or  deliver  turkeys  slaughtered  or 
dressed  by  such  person,  or  for  such  per- 
son's account,  after  the  effective  time  of 
this  order;  and  no  person  shall  purchase, 
contract  to  purchase,  or  accept  delivery 
of  turkeys  slaughtered  or  dressed  after 
the  effective  time  hereof.  . 

(3;  The  provisions  of  this  order  shall 
not  prohibit  the  sale  or  delivery  of  live, 
slaughtered,  or  dressed  turkeys  to  a  gov- 
ernmental agency  or  to  any  person  for 
such  person's  use  in  the  fulfillment  of  an 
existing  contract  with  a  governmental 
agency. 

•  4>  The  restrictions  hereof  shall  be 
observed  by  each  person  affected  by  this 
order  without  regard  to  the  rights  of 
creditors,  existing  contracts,  or  payments 
made. 

ic)  Audits  and  4nspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  boc  is.  records 
and  other  writings-,  premise  or  stocks 
of  turkeys  of  any  person,  at  .1  to  make 
such  investigations,  as  may  b  necessary 
or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

id  i  Records  and  reports.  The  Direc- 
tor shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  in- 
formation from,  and  require  such  reports 
and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by.  any 
person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appro- 
priate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  enforce- 
ment or  administration  of  the  provisions 
of  this  order,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  pursuant  to 
the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

ie)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order,  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him,  may  file  a  pe- 
tition for  relief  with  the  Regional  Ad- 
ministrator, War  Food  Administration, 
serving  the  area  <8  F.R.  9315'  in  which 
the  turkeys  subject  to  the  restrictions 
hereof  are  located.  Petitions  for  such 
relief  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  set 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature 
of  the  relief  sought.  If  such  person  is 
dissatisfied  wtih  the  action  taken  on  the 
petition  by  the  Regional  Administrator, 
he  may,  by  requesting  the  Regional  Ad- 
ministrator therefor,  secure  a  review  of 


such  action  by  the  Director.  The  Di- 
rector may,  after  such  review,  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  and  sucjb 
action  shall  be  final. 

tf i  Violations.    The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may.  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of.  or  using  tur- 
'  keys,  or  any  other  material  subject  to 
\  priority  or  allocation  control  by  the  War 
Food  Administrator,  and  may  recom- 
mend that  any  such  person  be  prohibited 
from  receiving,  making  any  deliveries  of, 
!  or  using  materials  subject  to  priority  or 
allocation  control  of  other  governmental 
'  agencies.    In  addition,  any  person  who 
;  wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
!  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be 
prosecuted  under  any  and  all  applicable 
laws.    Further,  civil  action  may  be  in- 
stituted to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by.  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of, 
any  provision  of  this  order. 

<g)  Delectation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  Slates  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(h»  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order,  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  <e»  hereof,  shall  be 
addressed  to  the  Regional  Administrator 
of  the  Food  Distribution  Administration. 
War  Food  Administration,  serving  the 
area  <8  F.R.  9315)  in  which  the  person 
affected  by  the  order  resides  or  does 
business. 

•  i)  Territorial  extent.  This  order 
shall  apply  only  to  the  forty-eight  States 
of  the  United  States  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

<j)  Effective  dale.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.. 
Aug.  2.  1943.

Press  Release  Immediate: 
Saturday,  July  31,  1943. 

The  War  Food  Administration  acted 
today  to  assure  that  turkeys  promised  to 
American  servicemen  overseas  for 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  New  Year's 
Day  dinners  would  arrive  in  sufficient 
quantity  and  on  time. 

Food  Distribution  Order  71,  effective 
August  2  prohibits  the  sale,  purchase,  or 
processing,  of  live  or  dressed  turkeys  ex- 
cept as  authorized  by  designated  govern- 
mental agencies.  The  order  will  be  lifted 
as  soon  as  U.  S.  military  overseas  require- 
ments— calling  for  about  10,000,000  lbs. 
of  1943  crop  turkeys — are  met. 

The  purpose  of  the  embargo,  WFA  offi- 
cials explained,  is  to  catch  the  "early 
bird" — those  marketed  during  August 
and  September — so  that  deliveries  over- 
seas can  be  made  on  time. 

The  order  applies  to  marketings  of 
1943  crop  turkeys  and  affects  producers, 
processors,  packers,  wholesalers,  retail- 
ers, restaurant,  hotel,  and  dining  car  op- 
erators, and  civilian  consumers,  without 
regard  to  contracts  made  previous  to  the 
effective  date. 


The  order  includes  no  restrictions  at 
present  concerning  turkeys  stored  before 
August  2.  This  flexibility,  WFA  officials 
said,  will  give  holders  of  storage  turkeys 
an  opporunity  to  clean  up  immediately 
the  stocks  now  on  hand  and  before  ceil- 
ing prices,  as  established  under  OPA  reg- 
ulations, are  seasonally  reduced  in  Sep- 
tember and  October.  It  will  help  to  clear 
freezer  space  and  also  will  permit  un- 
restricted use  of  storage  turkeys  for  civil- 
ians, at  least  until  marketings  of  the  1943 
crop  required  under  the  order,  get  under 
way  about  mid-August.  Consideration  is 
being  given  to  stop  the  sale  of  storage 
turkeys  after  this  time. 

FDO  71  will  be  supported  by  manda- 
tory orders  to  be  issued  by  military  au- 
thorities. These  will  cover  designated 
processing  plants  and  will  require  such 
plants  to  sell  and  deliver  to  the  armed 
forces  all  1943  crop  turkeys  processed  un- 
der the  food  order.  The  names  and  lo- 
cations of  the  plants  to  be  placed  under 
mandatory  order  will  be  issued  soon. 

Restrictions  under  the  embargo  and 
under  further  order  expected  to  follow, 


WFA  officials  said,  are  intended  to  pro- 
vide a  safeguard  against  black  market 
traffic  in  turkeys  during  the  time  when 
this  emergency  military  need  must  be 
met.  FDO  71  gives  the  producer  the 
right  to  make  certain  that  the  buyer 
with  whom  he  deals  is  an  authorized  rep- 
resentative qualified  to  buy  and  process 
turkeys  for  the  armed  forces.  The  pend- 
ing mandatory  orders  will  give  each 
processor  receiving  them  the  necessary 
authority  to  buy,  process  and  sell  the 
turkeys  to  the  armed  forces.  Lifting  of 
the  restrictions,  officials  said,  depends 
entirely  upon  the  speed  with  which  the 
emergency  requirement  is  met. 

Production  of  turkeys  this  year  is  ex- 
pected to  be  about  the  same  as  in  1942. 
Since  the  10,000,000  pounds  requirement 
for  overseas  use  represents  barely  2  per- 
cent of  the  expected  supply,  military 
needs  in  the  U.  S.  can  be  met  by  the 
turkeys  marketed  during  the  normal  sea- 
son of  heavy  marketing  in  October  and 
November.  Then  it  is  expected  civilians 
will  have  available  about  the  same  quan- 
tity of  turkey  meat  as  in  1942.

FDO-71  was  issued  as  a  means  of  assuring  our  armed  forces  .that  early 
season  marketings  of  the  194-3  crop  of  turkeys,  needed  for  shipment  overseas, 
would    be  available  in  the  desired  quantity  and  on  timei    About  10  million 
pounds  of  turkey  will  be .needed.    The  turkeys  will. provide  Thanksgiving,  > 
Christmas,  and  New  Year's  Day  dinners  for  American  fighting. men  and  women 
on  distant  battle  fronts.    The  Order  becomes  effective  August  2,  1943?  and 
willl remain  in  effect  until  .the  emergency  request  has.,  been  met.- ■ 

-An  amendment  effective' August  21,  made  the  Order  applicable  to  turkeys 
in  storage  before  August  .  2.    The  original  order. .was.  not  made  applicable  to 
stocks  stored  before  August  2 j  which  gave  dealers  an  opportunity  to  .dispose 
of  the  small  stocks  in  storage  before  ceiling  prices  wore  reduced  seasonally 
in  September  .and.  October.  ,  . 

As  amended,  the  Order  now  apolics  to  all  live  or  dressed  turkeys,  bought, 
processed,  stored,  or  sold  before  or  after  August  2,  and  requires  that  turkeys 
remaining  in  storage  oh'  ar  after  .August  .21  ..be  set  aside  ^either  for  government 
purchase  or  for  canning  purposes  under  specific  permission,.    In  effect,  the 
amended  order  stops  all  further  civilian  use  of  turkeys  by -hotels,  restaurants, 
dining  car  services,  and  home  consumption  from  August  2 .until  enough  turkeys 
are  obtained  for  the  armed  forces  to  supply  the  overseas*  requirement. 

1".  Q  -  What  are  the  major  regulatory  measures  of  the  amended  Order? 

A  v.  It  prohibits  the  purchase,  processing,  sale,  or  storage  for  other 
than  designated. governmental  agencies,  ■  of  turkeys  until  the  require- 
ments of  the  armed  forces  have  been  met.

2,  Q  -  Whom  does  the  amended  Order  affect? 

A  -  Producers,  processors,  packers,  vrholesalers,  retailers,  hotel 
restaurant,  and  dining  car  operators;  and  civilians. 

3.  Q  -  How  does  the  Order  affect  producers? 

A  -  Producers  may  sell  live  or  dressed  turkeys  only  to  authorized  buyers 
or  processors  for  governmental  agencies.    They  have  authority  under 
the  amended  Order  to  make    certain  that  the  buyers  or  processors  with 
whom  they  deal  are  duly  authorized  to  buy  or  process  turkeys  for 
designated  governmental  agencies. 

4-«  Q  -  How  may  *  small  producer  dispose  of  a  few  turkeys  which  have  reached 
maturity  and  should  be  marketed? 

A  -  He  should  take  two  steps.    First,  he  should  see  other  growers  in  his 
area  and  make  an  effort  to  pool  their  turkeys  so  they  can  be  sent  in 
larger  shipments  to  a  processor  for  Army  use.    Second,  he  should 
obtain  from  the  Regional  FDA  Director  in  his  area  the  names  of  pro- 
cessors authorized  to  buy  turkeys  for  offer  to  the  Army, 

5*  Q  -  What  can  producers  do  if    they  have  turkeys  to  feed,  but  are  faced 
with  a  short  feed  supply? 

A  -  Each  case  of  this  nature  should  be  made  known  to  the  Regional  Director 
in  the  area  where  the  turkeys  are  located.    He  will  endeavor  to  obtain 
feed  to  meet  the  requirements.    Such  requirements,  however,  should  be 
anticipated  soon  enough  and  the  Director  notified  so  as  to  give  him 
time  to  obtain  the  necessary  feed  supplies. 

6.  Q  -  Assuming  that  supplemental  feed  cannot  be  obtained,  or  that  turkeys 

are  of    such  a  grade  that  they  will  not  be  accepted  for  the  armed 
forces  and  that  no  other  outlet  can  be  found,  what  can  be  done? 

A  —  Under  the  Amended  Order,  each  Regional  Director  is  authorized  to 

consider  applications  for  relief.    Petitions  for  relief  must  be  made 
in  writing    to  the  Director  in  the  region  where  the  turkeys  are 
located  and  must  set  forth  all  reasons  and  purposes  of  the  relief 
sought. 

7.  Q  -  In  case  of  doubt  as  to  the  purchase  and  sale  of  turkeys,  what  should 

the  producer  or  processor  do? 

A  *?  Write  or  see  the  Regional  Director  for  the  area  in  which  the  turkeys 
are  located,  stating  fully  the  conditions  of  the  problems  involved. 
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8,  Q  -  Are  all  processors  qualified  to  buy  and  process  turkeys  under  the 
Order? 

A  -  No.    The  Order  merely  requires  that  no  turkeys  be  sold  to  purchasers 
other  than  the  designated  agencies 0    Orders  will  bo  issued  by  military 
authorities  in  support  of  the  Food  Order,  and  will  designate  and 
authorize  each  plant  in  which  turkeys  are  to  be  processed  for  the 
emergency  requirement. 

.  9.  Q  -  How  can  a  processor  supply  processed  turkeys  to  the  armed  forces? 

A  -  Through  the  Regional  Director  of  the  FDA  for  the  area  in  which  the 
processor  is    located.    The  Director  will  refer  the  processor  to  the 
•officer  in  charge  of  the  nearest  Army  market  center. 

10.  Q  -  Is  the  Army  accepting  breeder  turkeys,  or  young,  immature  turkeys 
for  overseas  shipment? 

A  -  The  Army  prefers  turkeys  of  the  1943  crop,  weighing  8  pounds  and  up 
for  hens  and  14  to  20  pounds  for  toms.  (New  York  dressed)  since 
these,  sizes  arc  more  readily  acceptable  by  the  overseas  forces.  The 
Army  will  also  consider  1942  breeder  hens  but  does  not  want  1942 
breeder  toms. 

11.  Q  -Will  .all  "the  turkeys  marketed  for  the  duration  of  the  Order  and  those 

in  storage  before  the  Order  was  issued,  be  taken  by  the  armed  forces 
to  meet  the  emergency  need? 

A     Not.  necessarily.    All  of  the  new  crop  birds  meeting  grade  and  weight 
requirements  will  bo  bought  until  the  full  quantity  is  obtained. 
Those  which  do  not  meet  such  requirements,  together  with  the  old  crop 
k    remaining  in  storage  after  August  21  and  for  the  duration  of  the  Order, 
must  be  held  in  storage  or  disposed  of  for  canning  purposes  through 
permission  obtained  from  the  Director, .or  Regional  Directors,  of  the 
FDA. 

12 .  Q  -  When  villi  the  ban  on  the  sale  and  use  of  turkeys  be  lifted? 

A  -  As  soon  as  the  quantity  of  turkeys  needed  to  supply  the  10  million 
pounds  for    shipment  to  our  armed  forces  overseas  has  been  obtained. 
If  marketings  of  1943  turkeys  for  the  next  few  weeks  approach  the 
volume  of  1942  marketings  for  the  same  period,  it  is  believed  that 
the  ban  may  be  lifted  soon  after  October  1.

Pood  Distribution  Order  No.  71  issued 
by  the  War  Food  Administrator  July  31, 
1943  (8  FJfc.  10703),  §  1414.1,  is  amended 
as  follows: 

1.  By  adding  to  (a)  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

(5)  The  term  "storage"  means  storage 
space  equipped  with  refrigeration  fa- 
cilities. 


(6)  The  term  "canned  turkey"  means 
turkeys  which  have  been  cooked,  the 
meat  separated  from  the  carcass  and 
placed  in  hermetically  sealed  containers 
and  sterilized  by  heat. 

2.  By  adding  to  (b)  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

(5)  Each  person  owning  turkeys 
which  are  in  storage  on  or  after  August 
21,  1943,  shall  set  aside  and  hold  such 
turkeys  for  delivery  to  a  governmental 
agency:  Provided,   That   the  Director 


may  release  from  the  quantity  of  turkeys 
so  set  aside  any  turkeys  which  are  to 
be  used  in  the  production  of  canned  tur- 
key. 

Effective  date.  This  amendment  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
August  21,  1943.

Press  Release,  Immediate: 
Wednesday,  August  18,  1943. 

The  War  Food  Administration  moved 
today  to  stop  all  further  civilian  use  of 
turkeys  after  August  21,  and  until  the 
armed  forces'  request  for  10  million 
pounds  of  turkeys  for  overseas'  shipment 
is  met. 

The  restriction  was  issued  as  an 
amendment  to  Food  Distribution  Order 
71  which  became  effective  August  2.  The 
order  prohibited  the  sale,  purchase,  or 
processing  of  live  or  dressed  turkeys,  ex- 
cept as  authorized  by  designated  Govern- 
mental agencies,  but  did  not  apply  to 
those  turkeys  which  were  in  storage  be- 
fore August  2. 

The  amendment  requires  that  those 
holding  turkeys  in  storage  on  or  after 
August  21,  1943,  set  aside  and  hold  the 
turkeys  for  delivery  to  a  Governmental 
agency.  It  permits  the  release  for  can- 
ning purposes,  however,  of  the  storage 


turkeys  set  aside  under  the  order,  as 
amended.  Release  of  storage  birds  for 
this  purpose  must  be  obtained  from  the 
Regional  Directors  of  the  Food  Distribu- 
tion Administration.  Thus,  between 
August  2,  and  21,  WFA  officials  explained, 
holders  of  storage  turkeys  will  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  clean  up  their  stocks 
and  to  take  advantage  of  present  ceiling 
prices  which  are  higher  than  those 
scheduled  by  the  Office  of  Price  Adminis- 
tration for  September  and  October. 

The  turkey  order  as  amended  now  ap- 
plies to  turkeys  in  storage  before  August 
2,  as  well  as  to  1943  crop  turkeys  which 
are  to  be  marketed  in  the  next  few  weeks 
to  fulfill  the  emergency  request  for  the 
armed  forces.  It  affects  producers,  proc- 
essors, packers,  wholesalers,  retailers, 
restaurant,  hotel  and  dining  car  oper- 
ators, and  civilian  consumers  without 
regard  to  previous  contracts.  While  the 
order  is  in  force,  it  is  expected  to  provide 
a  safeguard  against  the  development  of 


black  market  traffic  in  turkeys  which 
might  extend  the  period  of  the  ban  or 
which  could  prevent  fulfillment  of  the 
emergency  requirement. 

In  support  of  the  embargo  order  will 
be  orders  to  be  issued  to  each  processor 
by  military  authorities.  The  mandatory 
orders  will  give  each  processor  receiving 
them  the  necessary  authority  to  buy, 
process,  and  sell  the  turkeys  to  the  armed 
forces. 

Lifting  of  all  restrictions  on  turkeys, 
WFA  officials  said,  will  follow  immedi- 
ately after  fulfillment  of  this  military 
requirement.  Unless,  during  the  next 
few  weeks,  early  marketings  of  1943  crop 
turkeys  are  considerably  smaller  than 
they  have  been  in  previous  years,  it  is  not 
expected  that  the  embargo  will  extend 
much  beyond  October  1.  This  is  indi- 
cated by  the  fact  that  during  the  first 
two  weeks  that  the  order  was  in  effect, 
approximately  1,750,000  pounds  of  turkey 
was  obtained  by  the  armed  forces.

TURKEYS

(2)  To  consider  petitions  for  relief 
from  hardship  requesting  releases  from 
the  provisions  of  Food  Distribution  Or- 
der No.  71,  as  amended,  and  to  grant  re- 
leases with  respect  to  such  petitions  to 
the  extent  necessary  to  permit  the  sale 
of  live  turkeys  for  breeding  purposes: 
Provided,  That  no  regional  director  shall 
grant  releases  pursuant  hereto  with  re- 
spect to  turkeys  subject  to  Food  Distribu- 
tion Order  No.  71,  as  amended,  without 
first  obtaining  proof  satisfactory  to  him 
that  such  turkeys  are  to  be  sold  as,  and 
will  be  used  for,  breeding  purposes.

With  enough  turkey  on  its  way  over- 
seas for  the  holiday  dinners  of  U.  S. 
military  forces,  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istration said  today  that  turkey  sales 
to  civilians  may  be  resumed  Monday. 

The  turkey  embargo  had  been  in  ef- 
fect since  August  2  to  make  it  possible 
for  the  U.  S.  armed  forces  to  purchase 
12  million  pounds  of  turkeys  in  time  for 
shipment  overseas,  and  to  obtain  part 
of  the  requirements  for  the  forces  here 


at  home.  Overseas  requirements  have 
been  met  in  full  and  a  good  share  of 
domestic  military  needs  have  been  as- 
sured. 

The  entire  turkey  needs  of  the  armed 
forces,  totalling  approximately  35  mil- 
lion pounds,  represent  less  than  10  per- 
cent of  the  total  U.  S.  supply.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  supply — expected  to  total 
445  million  pounds — will  be  available  for 
civilians. 

Lifting  of  the  turkey  embargo  order 
at  this  early  date,  Army  and  Food  Dis- 
tribution Administration  officials  state, 


is  indicative  of  the  cooperation  of  the 
public  and  all  branches  of  the  turkey 
industry.  In  responding  promptly  to 
the  Army's  call  they  have  helped  to  as- 
sure turkey  dinners  on  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas,  and  New  Years,  for  our  men 
and  women  serving  overseas.  The  or- 
der, (Food  Distribution  Order  71)  has 
worked  smoothly  and  successfully  and 
is  being  revoked  now  because  the  goal 
has  been  reached.
